fraudulent noblemen airing themselves 
on upper Broadway, 


A bogus baron, a counterfeit count, a 


miscalled marquis, should never impose 
on anybody. 


How can they bo detected? 
Easily enough. Suppose you have a 


nobleman presented to you; the intro- 
ducer should be able to vouch for him if 
the matter of title is a point in question. 


But your bogus nobleman nearly al- 


ways presents himself. Then go to the 
consulate of his country. 


A SURE DETECTOB. 


There it is easy to satisfy yourself of 


his identity. 
Generally speaking, al- 


though not always, i eal noblemen regis- 
ter at the consulate on their arrival in 
New York, but every consulate, eron if 
the gentleman has not recorded there, is 
more or less able to give information as 
to noblemen belonging to their country. 
Thanks to tlio English Peerage- (Burke's 
and Debrett's) and the German Gotha- 
ische, Graf en and Freiherrn Calendar, aa 
well as to the army lists of both coun- 
tries, it is pretty easy to get at the facts. 
And there are so many real noblemen 
taa<\ officers of tho German and English 
armies here in this city that tho bogus 
article could easily be detected by being 
confronted with the real one. 


Tho impostor is generally good looking 


and distingue and has a dangerous 
knowledge of what he is talking about, 
depending on his good looks and his 
cheek to carry him through. And our 
rich girls, blinded by what they believe 
to be the honor of being courted by a 
real live lord or count, fall an r>asy vic- 
tim to the unscrupulous fortune hunter. 


Counterfeit noblemen and real noble- 


men, who have so far forgotten what is 
due to their name that they closely re- 
semble tho bad article, abound and al- 
ways will abound in a great cosmopol- 
itan city like New York. As long as the 
present inordinate love for titles exists 
in this enlightened republic, people must 
not be astonished if they are the dupes 
of such as have a smattering of educa- 
tion and tho cheek to call themselves by 
a high sounding title. 


A.U these counterfeit noblemen have 


ose characteristic—that is, on all possi- 
ble occasions they will brag of their noble 
descent en d will tell tho most wonderf til 
stories of thrir doings at home and of the 
doings of the»r ancestors generations be- 
fore them. 


The latest specimen who has been an- 


noying various families, particularly that 
of Mr. William Stoinway, represented 
himself as a nephew of the latter, called 
himself at various times Count Bonin, 
Count von Amim, Baron Fedwitz and 
various other names. What his real in- 
tentions were have not been found out aa 
yet. Inspector Byrnes of the metropol- 
itan police has nipped his career in tho 
i>ud. 


SPECIMENS OP THE SPTJKTOTJS. 


A peculiar and rather amusing case 


once camo under the notice of the writer, 
himself for long years an officer in the 
Prussian service.

WHAT CAUSES MIRTH? 


Sydney Smith'* Answer to This Qnery, with 


Some Clear Illustrations. 


Sj dney Smith gave the true answer 


when he said that the form of mental 
pleasure we call mirth was due to the dis- 
covery of a congruity in a seeming incon- 
gruity or the reverse. This is best illus- 
trated by an example. Boiloau had a 
brother who was a mauvais sujet, failed 
m life and came to ask for help. Boileau 
upbraided him with his misconduct, 
pointed out how they had both started in 
life under equally favorable conditions 
and with equal chances, and yet how dif- 
ferently they had got on. "Ahl but jttst 
think," exclaimed the brother, "what an 
immense advantage you had over me in 
brothers!" 


The discovery of the point, the seeing 


of the joke is, says Sydney Smith, analo- 
gous to the pleasant mental feeling in 
discovering something quite new, or in 
suddenly understanding sonietliing dark 
to us before. This sensation is always 
pleasant, but in a joke the discovery, 
sinco it ia carefully prepared for, is mo- 
mentary, unexpected, and without toil, 
and therefore far moro highly pleasura- 
ble than the ordinary mental discovery, 


To take another example, thab of tho 


wooden pavement before St. Paul's: "If 
the Jean and chapter would only lay 
their heads together tho thing would be 
done," said Sydney Smith, Here very 
clearly the fun is in tho pleasure occa- 
sioned by tho instant mental discovery 
of the connection, notwithstanding tho 
D; -larent complete incongruity between 
tho heads of the dean and chapter and 
the wood pavement. 


Now, tho slower a mind works tho 


more difficulty it has in quickly follow- 
ing out tho congru'ty through the ap- 
parent incongruities, or the incongruity 
through tho apparent congruities, and so 
in seeing tho joke. 
Jleii with slow 


minds, then, prefer tho plainest form of 
discovery, such as the rnero noticing 
that something out of the ordinary ia 
going on, nr> when a man clowns it by 
putting on an enormous hat, a carroty 
wig and a sea green coat. 
Thus, fill 


stupid and dull witted people aro most 
easily amused by caricature and horse 
play, and those minds which, though 
they aro powerful, aro plso sluggish, find 
it too hard work to follow mentally the 
lightning flash in a finely wrought ver- 
bal epigram. 


No dcubt such a theory as this postu- 


lates that the man who likes Lamb and 
Sydney Smith, but says he sees no joke 
at all in buffoonery, really means that 
ho only sees a very little joke, and that 
he does not cave for it because he can see 
so much moro in other things. This, 
however, agrees with common experi- 
ence. Tho man fond of the highest kind 
of wit is nevoi really unable to seo the 
fun of tho clown, though it may boio 
him by its sinallness, and if ho ib scien- 
tifically minded ho no moro refuses to 
call it a kind of wit, humor or fun than 
he does to call vin ordinaire wine, though, 
as a matter of fact, what ho really con- 
siders wine is Lafitte. All the mirth 
causing agents are of one kind and differ 
only in degree, though the degrees aro 
often intense.—London Spectator.
